Sculpture, creative medium, probably less understood than 
any other form plastic expression. Less understood not only 
the layman but those who essay produce it. And long our 
critical index grounded the Greek concept shall doubt 
continue regard sculpture “that free branch the fine arts that 
imitates natural objects, chiefly the human body, representing 
solid form their true proportions, either all three dimensions 
those length and breadth only.” course, the revolt against this 
sort decadence which has taken place painting, architecture, 
music, and literature has had its counterpart sculpture well. But 
the Brancusis, the Caulders, the Lipchitzes, and the others this 
company have been few and far between—and the opportunity see 
such work has been even more rare. 

This spring, after too long absence from public exhibitions, Peter 
Krasnow held one-man show the newly opened gallery the 
Beverly-Fairfax Community Center. Only fraction his prodigious 
output could displayed, but there was enough demonstrate the 
firm foundation upon which builds, the respect, devotion, and un- 
derstanding with which approaches his medium. For Krasnow, the 
beauty piece wood—its color, form, density, texture—remains 
only discovered under the careful manipulation his cutting 
tools, and through his guidance them there emerges new life and 
significance and religious joy which “imitation natural objects” 
could ever achieve. 

Though the complexity his later pieces presents too much 
comprehended the casual glance customarily bestowed upon gal- 
lery full sculpture, there rich reward for those who get beyond 
this barrier. you are fortunate enough participate the break- 
ing down and re-assembling such piece—for they are made 
many parts many woods—you will have addition something 
approaching the experience the sculptor himself the creation 
these works art. Above all, Krasnow making sculpture 
seen many profiles, many lights, experienced part and 
whole, felt the hand and lived with. 

The American Contemporary Gallery Hollywood Boule- 
vard again has plans for broadening its field activities. series 
five Friday nights, starting some time July, will devoted 
showing historical films obtained through the Museum Modern 
Art Film Library New York. Modern Museum exhibits will 
held conjunction with these events, making for what should 
double program this summer. Included this initial series (there 
may more later) are such historical masterpieces The Great 
Train Robbery, Birth Nation, and many other mile- 
stones prior the advent the sound track. Those who have not 
grown with the industry will doubt find these carefully selected 
programs early film art-—films which have contributed the de- 
velopment cinematography exciting and informative expe- 
rience. 

Victor Tischler, Viennese refugee from occupied France, showing 
the Galleries.

Santa Fe, New Mexico. The Hatfield Galleries are presenting 
handsome group her watercolors during the first three weeks 
June, bringing this region watercolorists fresh and provoca- 
tive addition quite unlike the native crop which has achieved such 
popularity. The large splashes vivid color which record the light 
and shade objects space are absent. Miss Knee uses her medium 
for more subjective ends, developing rich textures and patterns which 
have evolved from concepts things rather than things themselves. 
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She belongs that small group artists who speak international 
kind language—and consequently her work moves the direction 
our hopes for tomorrow, along with all the art that yet young 
enough grow and part the world which should like 
live.

SAN FRANCISCO 


Watercolors, the traditional meaning, comprise only one many 
aqua-media techniques the Seventh “Annual the San Francisco 
Art Association Watercolor Exhibition current the San Francisco 
Museum.

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THE SECRET LIFE SALVADOR DALI, Salvador Dali (The 
Dial Press, $6.00)—Salvador Dali may have worked this way: 
wrote some scattered paragraphs stimulating and pertinent art 
criticism—enough make pamphlet. But pamphlets, best, bring 
prestige, not money. Dali had enough prestige—what wanted was 
verbose record studiously erratic conduct over period years. 
represented the conduct being his own, and some may 
have been... 
The events reported are sometimes acutely boring, but they served 
fill space. Then, following his conviction that obscenity makes 
scandal and that scandal makes publicity and that publicity makes 
money, interpreted the manuscript with accounts, the first per- 
son singular, various excretory functions. Kind friends put the 
accumulation together, and the Dial Press issued handsome 
volume selling—and really selling—at six dollars copy. was 
called, the best come-on tradition, “The Secret Life Salvador 
Dali,” and its revenues prove—if further proof were still necessary 
—that Salvador Dali, beyond being draughtsman and colorist 
exalted skill, is, promoter Salvador Dali, nobody’s damn fool. 
Four-fifths the verbose autobiographical matter may dismissed 
with word, and there reason why the word should contain 
more than four letters. The talented Mr. Dali simply making hocus- 
pocus with the Freudian vocabulary, befuddle the gullible be- 
liever. You avoid befuddlement the simple process avoiding 
belief. You can’t consistently sure that he’s inventing, but 
doesn’t matter much anyway. Maybe did have childhood fasci- 
nation for little girl, and maybe did try push her off the roof. 
Every little boy has tried, with varying degrees success, push 
some little girl off the roof! Some the trivia reports are inter- 
esting true. Others are tiresome—whether true not. 
Dali, his own account, comes from lower middle class Cata- 
lonian family. Sometimes they seem have been well supplied with 
cash, sometimes they seem have been poor: Dali vague about all 
aspects money except the acquisition it. His father seems 
have been remarkably tolerant and broad-minded—he refrained from 
kicking Dali out the house until Dali was grown man. least 
that’s what Dali says. The incoherence and disorder the book bear 
out Dali’s representation himself spoiled brat—an only child 
who even housebroken till was ten. Much the extrava- 
gance his conduct (he represents most being carefully cal- 
culated advance) consistent with the fact that little boy 
never had his pants switched. Except artistic technique, Dali shows 
complete lack discipline—but never, spite his posturings, 
lack sanity. his book plots diligently build legend, 
but you don’t believe him. 
Dali’s critical comment something else. You have pan lot 
dirt get the nuggets, but they pay you for your time. The book 
sets forth artistic credo; sets forth piecemeal, sure, but 
with conviction the pieces. Put them together and they make sense. 
Dali is, his own avowal, traditionalist, not revolutionist. 
would neither revert the past, reactionary, nor break with it, 
revolutionist. Thus becomes revolutionist against revolu- 
tion—against the doctrine that the artist should throw away the past 
and start from scratch. His anti-revolutionary revolt began, accord- 
ing his record, the Academy Madrid. writes: would 
ask anxious, desperate questions professor painting; how 
mix oil and with what, how obtain continuous and com- 
pact matter, what method follow obtain given effect. pro- 
fessor would look me, stupefied questions, and answer 
with evasive phrases, empty all meaning. ‘My would 
say, ‘everyone must find his own manner; there are laws paint- 
ing. Interpret—interpret everything, and paint exactly what you see, 
and above all put your soul into it; it’s temperament, temperament 
that thought myself, sadly, could 
spare you some, dear professor; but how, what proportion, 
should mix oil with 
Here thorn irritate the mind into considerable meditation. Gen- 
erations reformers have devoted themselves breaking the stric- 
tures academic instruction. Then comes talented, egocentric re-

This sonata one 
the great works American music. What more, amazingly 
effective with the American public. Mr. Dahl editing this work for 
publication New Music Quarterly.

The sonata replaced the scheduled composition Dumbarton Oaks for 
chamber orchestra Stravinsky, which the composer was have 
conducted.

Granting that the studio officials whose 
indifference the public interest often prevents the granting ade- 
quate time for the presentation such works believe that the power 
the money behind them sufficient excuse for any amount pub- 
lic discourtesy; granting that the public remains fairly apathetic 
such vicious situations; still more than time for both studio 
musicians and the public assert themselves. Competent musicians 
should insist that permission for time off take part valuable 
performances “non-commercial” music should included their 
contracts. They should not penalized threatened loss jobs 
for their desire improve their talents taking part such events. 
The public should inquire what studios are responsible for such can- 
cellations prevention engagements and should take steps let 
the studio publicity departments hear it. Music critics should give 
full publicity every such discourtesy. deliberate campaign 
unfavorable publicity would soon bring these anti-social executives 
terms. the other side, could soon shown studio pub- 
licity agents that the appearance studio musicians outside events 
offers good material for press publicity the coming and going 
starlets. 

Other compositions the afternoon program included stupid Can- 
tata Peace Milhaud and works Norman Lockwood, Healy 
Willan, and Maurice Besly for mixed voices, well sung the Chan- 
cel Choir conducted the originator the Festival, Arthur Leslie 
Jacobs. Sonatas, opus for piano solo Ernst Toch, and opus 
11:4 for viola and piano Hindemith, disappeared well-deserved 
indifference, but the Concerto, opus 74, the late Joseph Achron, 
sort concerto grosso for piano solo, offered excellent material 
for Lillian Steuber’s brilliant performance. 

The evening opened with strong, simple setting for unison voices 
overlong patriotic poem Archibald MacLeish. Alexander 
Borisoff, cellist, took part with the violinist, Harry Solloway, 
impeccable reading his own Suite Burlesque, charming little 
composition valuable medium which would have been more in- 
teresting the players had not spent much time tuning and adjust- 
ing their instruments between movements. Joseph Achron was again 
represented two thoroughly effective and pleasing little pieces, 
very well played Private Louis Kievman, violinist, with Sergeant 
Eugene Feher, pianist. 

Frances Mullen, pianist well known for her performances impor- 
tant new music, offered this time four the Ten Preludes the 
Mexican composer Carlos Chavez, tight and powerful works aston- 
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ishing rhythmical complexity and sonority, forceful enough pro- 
duce good deal resistance among the audience well big 
burst spontaneous applause. Her playing the fiery and exciting 
Bachianas Brasileiras No. the Brazilian Villa-Lobos proved 
more acceptable all grades listeners the audience. 

Festival concluded with repeat performance the cantata 
Dona Nobis Pacem Vaughan-Williams, deeply appealing and 
often beautiful but certainly tedious setting fragments poems 
Walt Whitman, sung the Cathedral Choir conducted Mr. 
Jacobs. interesting observe the popularity these American 
poems with English composers who have given several them noble 
settings. One remembers particularly the Mass Life and Sea Drift 
Delius. There also fine Symphony for Voices upon poems 
Walt Whitman our American composer Roy Harris. The influence 
Whitman’s verse rhythms upon the evolution choral music 
worth consideration musicologists and should stir some think- 
ing the rest us.

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BARRETT HILP CONCRETE BARGES 


Headed their president, Prof. Bert Wells Stanford University, more than 
members the Structural Engineers Association Northern California vis- 
ited Belair Shipyard recently study the design and observe the construction 
the concrete barges being built Barrett Hilp for the United Statees 
Maritime Commission. 


Many the most outstanding engineers the West Coast, number with 
national reputations, were the party which accepted the personal invitation 
Frank Barrett, principal the firm general contractors.

Hilp for advice and help. Harry had saved $450, placed Frank’s disposal, 
resigned his own job and they started partners January 1913. From that 
starting point they have progressed with the West. From those first sidewalk 
contracts they grew hospitals San Francisco and Oakland. Sound planning, 
good workmanship and skilled helpers were the three mandatory requirements 
the business its early days. The same principles produced success and con- 
tinue guide every activity Barrett Hilp.

some notable instances, however, Hollywood has profited the 
mistakes the movie makers World War II, and listened atten- 
tively the suggestions the Contrast, for example, the 
performances Noah Beery Count Wentzel with Sidney Green- 
street Onslow Stevens “Across the Pacific” and “Appointment 
Berlin.” All three actors play the role expatriate Americans 
who inform against the United States. There was nothing subtle 
about the Count, but Greenstreet and Stevens both appear scholars 
and savants, mild-mannered gentlemen who happen believe the 
wrong ideology. There nothing the leering brute Prussian 
which characterized all German roles World War films. 
What was the German mind like according Hollywood those 
early days? The screen version James Gerard’s book, “My 
Four Years Germany,” gave the answer quoting the Crown 
Prince saying, “If father does not make war these nations, 
shall soon take the throne. France first, then Russia, 
England and then beautiful America.” 
The typical Nazi World War has been depicted brace 
characterizations: one Kurt Kreuger “Somewhere Sahara”; 
another Cedric Hardwicke the screen version John Stein- 
beck’s “The Moon Down.” Together the two actors present 
amalgam today’s Nazi—the young and the old. 
Kreuger the young street-fighting Nazi who plays being Nor- 
dic hero the uniform Afrika Korps aviator. Nevertheless, 
for all his arrogance kept believable. Kreuger’s mind 
and personality warped ten years ceaseless and heavy Nazi 
indoctrination, and clearly shown product his ideolog- 
ical training. acts not out sadistic inclinations innate evil, 
many Nazi villains have poorly made anti-Nazi pictures, but 
because has been trained and taught that way. expresses con- 
tempt for his captors, Yankee desert troops, because, says, they 
come from “corrupt, polyglot and decadent democracy.” Although 
dying thirst, refuses share water with Rex Ingram, 
Negro, the latter’s inferior race. shows disdain, too, 
for fellow Italian prisoner because not Nordic strain.

This further expansion, limitation, and 
definition may yet crystallize the work Shostakowitsch. Until 
the present time, however, the genius Shostakowitsch has re- 
mained his quality inspired spontaneity, epitomized his 
piano Preludes. Passages such inspiration throughout each his 
large symphonies arouse hope not yet satisfied any them 
their entirety. One may question whether his later compositions 
not show rather less than more such spontaneous inspiration.
